NO-CODE AMATEUR LICENSE 


The FCC has announced that the code requirement for entry into the 
Technician class will be eliminated, possibly by February 1991. 


The current Novice license will be retained. Current Technician 
class licensees will be grandfathered, $0 as not ta lose any privileges 
(including those below 30 MHZ. 


The Technician written examination will. remain 35S questions. Upon 
passing, applicant will have all Technician privileges above 30 Mhz. 
The new codeless Technician will, upon passing a S-WFM code test 
administered by 3 accredited volunteer examiners, will be issued a 
Certificate of Successful Completion (CSCE), allowing them the same HF 
privileges as "old" Technicians. Volunteer examiners will be required 
to notify the FCC of the S-WPM CSCE issued to "new" Technicians, so the 
FCC will have this information for enforcement purposes. 


This will make four levels of Technician class licensees. 


GRANDFATHERED TECHNICIAN ~ A Technician license issued before March 
2l, 1987. They receive credit for Elements 1(A), 2, 3(A) and 3(B). 


CURRENT TECHNICIAN - Issued between March 21, 1987 and. effective 
date of the codeless Technician license. Credit for Elements 1 (A), 2 
and 3¢(A)., é 


CODELESS TECHNICIAN - Issued on or after effective date of R&0. 
Credit for Element 2 and 3A). 


NO-CODE TECHNICIAN PLUS CSCE for 1(A) S WM, 1¢B) 13 WPM or 1(C) 20 
WEM telegraphy ~ Also a Novice who upgrades by passing 3(A) and an 
applicant that passes 3S WEM plus 2 and 3(A) at one sitting. 


The VEC*’s (Cand FCC) are also looking for informal titles to the 
four Technician levels. Suggested are GRAND TECH, CLASSIC \ TECH, TECH 
LITE (ar Codeless Tech) and TECH PLUS. Send your suggestians to Fred 
WSYI or to any VEC.
